HIS Committee has been very active in 
considering the major problems of the 
light metal industries— aluminum and 
magnesium as they relate to the inte- 
gration of these industries an coopera- 
tion with governmental agencies in prep- 
aration for any emergency or in the event 
of another war. The activities of this Com- 
mittee and its recommendation to the Mu- 
nitions Board on many vital subjects con- 
nected with industry and the problems 
of the industry has more than justified the 
formation of this Committee. It was deter- 
mined by the government and the Muni- 
tions Board not to wait until an emer- 
gency faced us before considering the 
problems of industry in connection with 
supplying the needed materials for a war 
but to survey and examine all problems 
that might arise in advance so that in- 
dustry as well as the government would 
be in a position to meet any emergency. 
This Committee has considered many 
vital problems and made recommenda- 
tions thereon. Many of the problems were 
considered by sub-committees who after 
long study and consideration of problems, 
reported to the main Committee after 
which their recommendations were care-

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Military Appropriations 

The Senate on Monday passed the Ap- 
propriations Bill for the National Mili- 
tary Establishment, providing a total of 
$14,790,380,478 in cash and contract au- 
thorizations for the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Office of the Secretary of De- 
fense for the fiscal year ending 30 June 
1950. 

The amount in the bill is $1,118,736,322 
less than the House-approved total of 
$15,909,116,800, and $534,126,222 under the 
$15,324,506,700 contained in the President’s 
budget estimate for the National Military 
Establishment. A further saving is pro- 
vided by rescinding a contract authoriza- 
tion of $275 million for stockpiling stra- 
tegic raw materials which was contained 
in the previously passed Treasury-Post 
Office Appropriations Act. ‘This makes the 
aggregate savings in amounts hitherto 
authorized by the House for the Military 
Establishment and related activities ap- 
proximately $1.4 billion. 

Total cash appropriations in the bill for 
expenditures in the current fiscal year 
amount to $12,731,834,478, which includes 
$1.886 billion cash to liquidate prior con- 
tract authorizations. The cash appropria- 
tions in the bill are approximately $541 
million less than the amount approved 
by the House and $517 million less than 
the budget estimates. To the cash appro- 
priations the Senate added $2,058,546,000 
in contract authorizations, which may be 
obligated this year, but which must be 
liquidated out of future appropriations. 
This permits contracts to be let for sup- 
plies and equipment on which deliveries 
will be made in the following fiscal year. 
The total of such authorizations approved 
by the Senate is nearly $578 million less 
than the amount passed by the House and 
$17 million under the budget estimate. 

The savings by the Senate in cash ap- 
propriations is largely effected by an un- 
usual directive to the Secretary of De- 
fense instructing him to reduce items in 
the bill on or before 1 Jan. 1950 in the 
amount of $433,968,611, and to certify the 
cuts made to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the Directors of the Budget and the

Air Force Promotion Board 

‘the Air Force will convene a selection 
board about 19 Sept. to review the records 
of approximately 520 officers and recom- 
mend a limited number for promotion to 
the permanent grade of colonel. The num- 
ber to be selected has not been announced. 

It is contemplated that promotion will 
be announced before 1 Nov. 

Eligibilty covers all permanent grade 
lieutenant colonels in the Air Force with 
dates of rank before 2 July 1948, who will 
have completed 14 years of promotion list 
service before 1 Jan. 1950. This includes 
all permanent lieutenant colonels on the 
promotion list down to and’ including 
number 1190A-—-Col. Albert A. Shumsky. 

Any officer scheduled for consideration 
by the selection board in accordance with 
Section 507 (c) of the Officer Personnel 
Act of 1947 may submit a written com- 
munication to the Director of Military 
Personnel, Headquarters, USAF, atten- 
tion of the Promotions and Separations 
Division, inviting reference to any matter 
of record concerning himself which he 
deems important in the consideration of 
his cgse for promotion. The communica- 
tion * Id be timed to arrive at Head- 
quarters, USAF, before 30 Sept. 

For planning purposes, all Air Force 
officers to be considered for promotion to 
the permanent grade of colonel each suc- 
ceeding year until 30 June 1953, will be 
required to hold date of rank prior to 2 
July 1948, and to have 14 years of proimo- 
tion list service on a designated date dur- 
ing calendar year under consideration. 

Three additional selection boards will 
be convened this fall to consider officers 
for promotion to the permanent grades 
of major and lieutenant colonel and to 
the permanent general officer grades.

Schedules Pay Bill 

Following a meeting of the Democratic 
policy committee of the United States 
Senate on Tuesday the majority leader, 
Senator Scott Lucas (D-IIl.) announced 
that the Military Pay Bill was among the 
measures approved for consideration 
prior to the adjournment of the present 
session of Congress. No date was set for 
action on the Pay Bill but Senator Lucas 
said he did not think it would be reached 
prior to 15 Sept. 

AflLer passing the Minimum Wage Bill 
on Wednesday the Senate took an unofli- 
c:al recess until next Wednesday, 7 Sept. 
At that time the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Bill is scheduled for consideration. 
This measure is highly controversial and 
at one time Senator Lucas expressed the 
opinion that it might be debated for as 
long as ten days or two weeks. However, 
a conference of the Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders of the Senate is sched- 
uled for next week and an effort will be 
made to arrive at an agreement to limit 
debate on the remaining important bills 
due for action at this session. 

It is quite possible that the Military 
Pay Bill and pending civilian pay bills will 
be brought up for consideration follow- 
ing action on the Trade Agreements Bill, 
but this is by no means certain. The im- 
portance of the Military Aid Program 
for the rearmament of Atlantic Pact 
countries and a few other friendly na- 
tions may influence the leaders to give 
this measure, which is still in committee, 
priority over all other pending legislation. 
It will undoubtedly occasion prolonged 
debate. 

Other measures approved by the Demo- 
cratic policy committee for Senate con- 
sideration at this session included farm 
legislation and liberalization of the dis- 
placed persons law. Final action on most 
of the bills must await the reconvening 
of the House on 21 Sept. At present the 
House is meeting twice a week and im- 
mediately adjourning, on an understand- 
ing that no business will be transacted 
prior to 21 Sept., when most of the mem- 
bers now absent on vacation will return. 

When the Military Pay Bill comes be- 
fore the Senate for final action several 
amendments rejected by the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee will be considered. The 
most important of these will be that of 
Senator Edwin C. Johnson (D-Col.) which 
provides that “any disability shown to 
have been incurred in line of duty during 
a period of active service in time of war 
or national emergency shall be consid- 
ered to be the proximate result of per- 
formance of active duty.” 

The effect of this amendment would be 
to increase materially the cost of the bill 
since it would extend benefits of the dis- 
ability retirement sections of the measure 
to those who became incapacitated in 
time of war for any reason, other than 
misconduct, whereas the bill would re- 
quire eight years’ service before those dis- 
abled from causes other than those di- 
rectly due to active service would be eli- 
gible for retirement. 

The bill has a savings clause to protect 
those now on the retired list from loss of

fully considered and action taken thereon 
with recommendations to the Munitions 
Board where final action was taken. Some 
of these major problems considered were 
the best means of voluntary cooperation 
of industry with the Air Force and other 
governmental agencies in providing the 
necessary aluminum and magnesium for 
the preparedness program. This involved 
a voluntary alflirmation of all producers 
and fabricators to bear their share of sup- 
plying Wright Field, the Air Force and 
other governmental agencies with their 
requirements of aluminum and magne- 
sium in the preparedness program despite 
the overwhelming commercial demand for 
aluminum. This resulted in the members 
of the industry voluntarily supplying the 
needs of the Air Force and other govern- 
mental agencies in this vital program. 
One of the major problems considered by 
the Industry Advisory Committee was the 
question of adequate power supply which 
now is a major factor in preventing the 
expansion of the industry and which 
would be a major factor in the expansion 
of the industry to meet possible war re- 
quirements. Another problem is consid- 
eration of the supply of major raw ma- 
terial for the industry namely Bauxite, 
and consideration of the possibility of 
augmenting the supply of domestic Baux- 
ite by possible development of a supply 
from Jamaica and also consideration of 
the use during a war emergency of low 
grade ore in the United States. The In- 
dustry’ Advisory Committee also cooper- 
ated in supplying the government with 

data on facilities as follows: 
1. Bauxite. 
2. Aluminum. 
3. Fabricating Plants. 
(a) Plate, Sheet and Strip. 
(b) Forgings. 
(c) Rolled Rod and Bar. 


(d) Extrusions. 
(e) Tube Drawing. 
(f) Fweder. 

(g) Rivets. 


(h) Wire and Cable. 
(i) Paste and Flake. 
(j) Foil. 

(k) Castings. 

The Committee also cooperated with 
the government and will continue to co- 
operate with the Munitions Board on 
formulating specifications for aluminum 
pig and Bauxite to be purchased by the 
government either for stockpiling or for 
use in a preparedness program or in the 
event of an emergency. ‘The Committee 
also considered the question of adequate 
supplies for the industry of raw mate- 
rials such as petroleum coke and cryolite. 
Following is a discussion in a general way 
of some of the major items considered by 
the Aluminum and Magnesium Advisory 
Committee on some of the chief problems 
of the industry. The major problem of the 
industry if it is to expand or in the event 
of another war would be the procurement 
of the necessary electric power for the 
expanded production of aluminum and 
magnesium. Approximately ten kilowatt 
hours of electricity are needed to pro- 
duce one pound of aluminum and only 
Slightly less electric energy is required 
to produce a pound of magnesium. Not 
only must power be found but it must be 
found at a cost that will enable it to be 
used in the aluminum and magnesium in- 
dustry. The lack of low cost power is to- 
day the chief limitation to future expan- 
sion of the industry. In World War II, 
private industry and the government built 
aluminum smelting plants wherever pow- 
er could be found and these plants were 
located where power was available re- 
gardless of its cost. Low cost and econom- 
ical power was obtained for only a por- 
tion of the government owned wartime

Some of these wartime plan‘ 
ing high cost power were the first t 
down and some of them have been 
mantled and disposed of. Two wartin 
production plants, one located at River- 
bank, California, and one at Burlington, 
New Jersey, which were available for dis- 
position by War Assets Administration 
have not been disposed of at this writing 
probably because economical power is not 
available to operate these plants. 

Power Problems 

The power situation today is much more 
severe than it was in 1941 and 1942. There 
appears to be no opportunity in the con- 
tinental United States for the expansion 
of aluminum production utilizing existing 
capacity for the generation of low cost 
power and there are not now any appre- 
ciable amounts of generating reserves 


anywhere in this country’s utility systems. 


Practically all of them are being strained 
to provide their normal loads which have 
increased at an unprecedented rate. Due 
to greatly increased industrial and do- 
mestic use of electricity since the war, it 
is doubtful whether anything more can 
be done in new generating capacity than 
to take care of this growth in load if 
even that is accomplished. Therefore, it 
appears that to obtain any appreciable 
emergency expansion of aluminum pro- 
duction, the government would have to 
take action to make available perhaps 
from other uses the required power to 
make aluminum. Smelting plants could be 
constructed near available power in any- 
where from six to nine months. The Alu- 
minum and Magnesium Advisory Com- 
mittee will consider the possibility of ob- 
taining for the aluminum industry on a 
long-range basis, additional power by 
perhaps government naemneae of 
industry in its effort to develop new pow- 
er sources in Alaska and/or British Co- 
lumbia. In these locations, natural re- 
sources can become a source of great 
quantities in hydroelectric power, but 
tests estimated it would take five years 
or more to develop them. 

The aluminum industry has been 
searching for additional sources of low 
cost power in the United States in an ef- 
fort to expand its production. ‘The answer 
to this problem perhaps lies in the devel- 
opment of low cost electricity by other 
means than water power, since all of the 
country’s important hydroelectric sites 
have been developed and/or have been 
preempted by the government for the pro- 
posed future public power projects. Expe- 
rience gained in the operation of gas en- 
gines at the war-built government-owned 
Jones Mills (Arkansas) smelting plant in- 
dicate that natural gas might offer a pos- 
sible means of generating power. Experi- 
mental work has developed a radical gas 








engine which is expected to generate pow- 
er at a reasonable cost. As a result, a new 
smelting plant is now under construction 
at Point Comfort, Texas, which will be 
equipped with 120 of these engines to gen- 
erate sufficient power to produce 114 mil- 
lion pounds of aluminum annually. 
Supply of Ore 

Another problem which would face the 
aluminum industry in the event of war is 
an adequate supply of raw material or 
ore, although this problem compared to 
power is insignificant. There would be no 
serious problems in connection with the 
supply of raw materials for an expanded 
production of magnesium since sea-water 
and various ores are abundant in this 
country. 

Bauxite is the only ore used commer- 
cially today as the source of alumina from 
which aluminum is smelted. Domestic re- 
serves of high grade Bauxite would not be 
sufficient for another long war. There are, 
however, large domestic deposits of low- 
grade Bauxite and high alumina clays 
which could be utilized in another na-

The ne and largest single 
United States sourc- of supply has been 
Surinam, or Dutch Guiana. In recent 
years the aluminum industry has also 
done extensive exploration for Bauxite 
principally in the Dominican Republic, 
Haiti and Jamaica. Also, since the war 
there has been research on the develop- 
ment of a process for extracting alumina 
from laterite, substantial deposits of 
which are located in the Northwest. Al- 
though not yet developed to a commercial 
Stage, the process has been approved and 
could be used in an emergency as a means 
of supplementing Bauxite reserves. Sub- 
stantial quantities of high grade Bauxite 
are provided for in the stockpiling pro- 
gram of the Munitions Board and the alu- 
minum industry is cooperating with and 
supporting this program. Although the 
Advisory Committee has recommended 
that the Munitions Board, whenever do- 
mestic conditions permit, stockpile alumi- 
num pig rather than Bauxite because this 
would mean stockpiling power and labor 
in the finished product. 
Expansion of Facilities 

The aluminum and magnesium indus- 
tries are now stronger and better able to 
meet the demands of a national emer- 
gency than at any other time in their his- 
tory. This has resulted from the expan- 
sion of facilities both during and since 
World War II in all branches of the in- 
dusiries, particularly with respect to alu- 
minum. 

Mention might also be made of the ex- 
panded mining activity in the aluminum 
industry since the war. Many companies 
are now Carrying on large Bauxite min- 
ing operations in an effort to meet the 
future requirements of the industry. The 
refining of Bauxite has also expanded con- 
siderably and there are now four alumina 
plants as compared to one in pre-war 
days. The smelting or reduction stage of 
the industry is likewise much expanded 
over that before the war. Of the nine war- 
built reduction plants, all but four are 
now in operation. Three major producers 
have a combined productive capacity ap- 
proximately four times larger than that 
which existed in 1939. Facilities for the 
production of secondary aluminum ingot 
have also been greatly expanded over pre- 
war days. 





The fabricating stage of the aluminum 
industry is particularly strong with re. 
spect to its ability to meet the demands 
of a national emergency. With the excep. 
tion of the cylinder head plants, nearly 
all of the major war-built fabricating fa- 
cilities are being operated today. In addi- 
tion, a number of important new plants 
have been built since the war. Perhaps 
the most significant from a standpoint of 
national defense is a new rolling mill at 
Davenport, Iowa, which can turn out wid- 
er sheet and plate than any other alumi- 
num mill in the world. 

The members of the aluminum and mag- 
nesium industries in addition to serving 
on the Advisory Committee and subcom- 
mittees thereof, are also serving on other 
government agencies in an effort to study 
and “iron out” various other problems of 
industrial mobilization, such as standardi- 
zation of materials, achievement of sim- 
plified government specifications and 
common inspection service, to name only 
a few. 





Supports Pay Raise 


The proposed unification savings of 
$1,000,000,000 a year must not be made at 
the expense of pay increases for military 
personnel, Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson warned this week. 

Speaking at the American Legion na- 
tional convention in Philadelphia, Colonel 
Johnson recapitulated defense progress 
during recent months. He said that “80 
per cent of the problems that had beset 
unification immediately disappeared when 
the President signed the bill increasing 
the authority and the responsibility of the 
Secretary of Defense for unification.” 

With regard to Armed Services econ- 
omies, Colonel Johnson declared: “The 
cost of our Armed Forces comes high— 
too high in fact—and we are determined 
to cut it at the rate of about a billion this 
year. 

“That reduction in cost I know you will 
be pleased to learn will not come at the 
expense of the men in the Service. On the 
contrary,” he continued, “they deserve a 
raise, and we have urged Congress to give 
it to them. 

“To recruit and keep men of high qual- 
ity,” said Colonel Johnson, “they must be 
paid as adequately as possible, bearing in 
mind that the kind of men we need, both 
commissioned and enlisted, can get in 
civil life salaries far in excess even of 
what we can hope to set up in our new 
pay schedules.” j 

Colonel Johnson warned also that qual- 
ity of weapons must not suffer because 
of economy. “Our planes, our ships, our 
tanks, our rifles, our radio sets — every 
item on our shopping list — must be su- 
perior to what any other nation can put 
into the hands of its fighting forces,” 
Colonel Johnson told the legionnaires. 
“The goal of high quality weapons in the 
hands of high quality men, let me assure 
you, is the aim of all the procurement 
agencies of the Department of Defense.” 





Armed Forces Day 

With the approval of President Tru- 
man, Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson 
announced this week that the third Sat- 
urday in May is to be designated “Armed 
Forces Day.” Official celebration of Army 
Day on 6 April, Navy Day on 27 Oct., and 
Air Force Day on 18 Sept. have been 
abolished. 

Presumably, the Department of De- 
fense will send to Congress in the near 
future a bill designating the third Satur-| 
day in May as Armed Forces Day and 
rescinding prior legislation concerning} 
the other Service Days.

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Three Defense Secretaries 


Organization of the top echelon of the 
Department of Defense has been com- 
pleted with the nomination by the Presi- 
dent of a former Navy rear admiral, a 
yeteran of both World Wars and one-time 
American Legion National Commander, 
and a World War II Navy lieutenant as 
Assistant Secretaries of Defense. All 
three had been special assistants to the 
Secretary of Defense. 

Named by the President were Mr. Wil- 
fred J. McNeil, a budget expert, who held 
a two-star Navy rank while serving in 
the Navy during World War II; Mr. Paul 
H. Griffith, who saw service in both World 
Wars; and Mr. Marx Leva, legal authority 
on military affairs, who served as a lieu- 
tenant with Navy amphibious forces dur- 
ing the war. 

With Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson and Under Secretary of Defense 
Stephen Early, Assistant Secretaries Mc- 
Neil, Griffith and Leva will be charged 
with directing the complex unification 
program. 

That the three appointees are men 
whose backgrounds qualify them for such 
service is evidenced from the following 
biographical data. 


Wilfred James McNeil 


“Wilfred J. McNeil, Special Assistant to the 
Secretary of Defense, is responsible for al] 
budget, accounting, administrative service, 
and reporting activities, including pertinent 
organizational matters of the National Mili- 
tary Establishment, (now the Department of 
Defense) coordinates and formulates policies 
relating to joint use of facilities and services 
at the seat of government, and supervises the 
operations of the staff offices engaged in these 
activities. 

“Before joining the Office of the Secretary 
of Defense in Sept. 1947, Mr. McNeil had 
served as Administrative Assistant to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, a position created in Feb. 
1947 to provide for administrative continuity 
on a high level in the Navy Department. He 
was responsible for the general accounts re- 
lating to the fiscal affairs of the Naval Es- 
tablishment, including the expenditure and 
budgeting of funds, administrative proce- 
dures, and the utilization of personnel in the 
Executive Office of the Secretary. In addition, 
he had immediate supervision over the Office 
of Fiscal Director, (Office of Budget and Re- 
ports), the Office of Management Engineer, 
and the Administrative Office. 

“Mr. McNeil, who served as a Rear Ad- 
miral, Supply Corps, U. S. Naval Reserve, 
during World War II, was born in Boone, 
Iowa on 21 Feb. 1901. He was appointed 
Fiscal Director of the Navy Department in 
Jan. 1945, after having previously served as 
a Navy Disbursing Officer of the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts. In civil life, before 
his appointment to the Navy, he had experi- 
ence in banking, automobile merchandising, 
and newspaper circulation.’’ 


Paul H. Griffith 


“Paul H. Griffith is a veteran of both World 
Wars and a recent National Commander of 
The American Legion. Since 28 March 1949, 
he has been a personal assistant to Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson. Previous to that 
time, he was engaged as an executive in pri- 
vate business enterprises in Washington, D. C. 

“Mr. Griffith was born in Uniontown, 
Pennsylvania, 8 April 1897. Upon the declara- 
tion of war with Germany he left school and 
enlisted in the Army. During World War I, 
he served as a non-commissioned officer in the 
10th Infantry and 55th Infantry Brigade 
Headquarters, 28th Division. 

“Mr. Griffith was one of the early members 
of the American Legion and served in vari- 
ous capacities with his Post in Uniontown, 
the State of Pennsylvania and the National 
Organization. He is a life member of La- 
fayette Post No. 51 in Uniontown and was 
Post Commander in 1928. He became Com- 
mander of Pennsylvania in 1932, and later 
Served as Chairman of the National Ameri- 
canism Commission, Executive Director of 
the Washington Office of the American 
Legion, and Director of the National Employ- 
ment and Veterans’ Preference Committee. 

“In June, 1940, he was commissioned a 
Major, was called to active duty and served 
as Assistant Executive in the office of the 
Under Secretary of War. In February, 1942, 
he was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel and 
made a member of the American Technical 
Mission to India. He also served as Military 
Aide and Adviser to Louis Johnson, then Per- 
Sonal Representative of the President of the 
United States in the Middle and Near East. 
They participated in the Cripps negotiations 
In India and in the planning in North Africa. 

“On returning to Washington, he served 
as a member of the Committee to set up Es- 
sential Activities and Critical Occupations for 
the War Manpower Commission and Selec- 
tive Service System. In February. 1944, he 
Was promoted to Colonel and named Chief 
of the Veterans Personnel Division of the 
Selective Service System. Afterward, he 








served as Assistant Administrator in the Of- 
fice of War Mobilization and Reconversion 





in charge of the Retraining and Reemploy- 
ment Administration. He was released from 
active duty in Oct. 1945. 

“In 1946, he was elected National Com- 
mander of the American Legion by acclama- 
tion. Before assuming his duties with Secre- 
tary of Defense Johnson, he was a member 
of the President’s National Selective Service 
Appeal Board.”’ 


Marx Leva 


‘‘Marx Leva was born in Selma, Ala., on 4 
Apr. 1915. He attended the University of 
Alabama and received the degree of Bache- 
lor of Science in 1937. He received the degree 
of Bachelor of Law from Harvard Law 
School in 1940 and was one of the editors of 
the Harvard Law Review in 1939 and 1940. 

‘‘Mr. Leva served as law clerk to Justice 
Hugo Black of the Supreme Court of the 
United States from 1940 to 1941, and in 1941 
was appointed Senior Attorney in the office 
of the General Counsel] of the War Production 
Board. In 1942 he was Acting Regional Attor- 
ney for the War Production Board for Michi- 
gan and Northern Ohio. 

‘‘He was commissioned Ensign in the U. S 
Naval Reserve on 4 July 1942, and in Octo- 
ber of that year reported for duty with the 
Amphibious Forces, Atlantic Fleet. He then 
served as Executive Officer and Navigator of 
USS LST 386, and for his services in that 
assignment during the operations in Sicily, 
Salerno, Anzio, and Normandy, was awarded 
the Bronze Star Medal. He was promoted to 
Lieutenant (jg) on 1 July 1943, and to Lieu- 
tenant on 1 Oct. 1944. On 22 Jan. 1945 he 
reported for duty in the Bureau of Ships, 
Navy Department, Washington, D. C., and on 
1 Feb. 1946, he was released to inactive duty. 

‘In 1946, Mr. Leva was appointed Counsel 
to the Fiscal Director of the Navy, and in 
1947 became a Special Assistant to Secretary 
of the Navy James Forrestal. 

“On 17 Sept. 1947, when Secretary For- 
restal became Secretary of Defense, Mr. Leva 
was appointed Special Assistant to the Secre- 
tary of Defense. In addition to his duties as 
Special Assistant, Mr. Leva has served during 
1947-1949 as General Counsel of the National 
Military Establishment. 

‘‘Mr. Leva is a member of the bars of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, the Su- 
preme Court of Alabama, and the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals. 





Economy Cuts 


Service officials this week revealed ad- 
ditional details concerning the economy 
cuts which will reduce the Armed Forces 
by 12,073 officers and result in inactiva- 
tion of 51 Army, Navy and Air Force 
installations. 

Army and Air Force officials declined, 
however, to release the specific reduction 
quotas for the various commands in the 
United States and overseas. An Army 
spokesman explained that release of such 
figures, which are based on relative 
strengths, would be a breach of “secur- 
ity.” 

Air Force sources said that the quotas 
would be misleading since commands will 
be asked to furnish more names than 
are actually chosen for release finally. 
Also, it was said, the Air Force quotas 
will be assigned with regard to the im- 
portance of the mission being performed 
by a specific command. 

There was some speculation this week 
that the Military Air Transport Service 
may lose a higher percentage of officers 
than other commands, since termination 
of the Berlin airlift is believed to have 
made possible the separation of many offi- 
cers brought on active duty for this op- 
eration. However, there was no confirma- 
tion from Air Force officials that MATS 
had been given a high quota. 

The Air Force will lose a total of 3,129 
Reserve officers, all of them rated person- 
nel. 

The Army has been instructed to cut 
its officer strength by 5,787 officers and 
the Navy by 3,157. 

Air Force Procedure 


The Air Force has released AFL 36-3, 
which concerns the relief of rated Re- 
serve officers from extended active duty. 
The letter states: “It is anticipated that 
the U. S. Air Force will be required peri- 
odically to reduce its officer strength in 
order to meet budgetary limitations. This 
may involve a reduction in strength of 
both rated and nonrated officers.” 

However, for the present, the reduction 
of 3,129 officers will be exclusively among 
rated personnel. 

The Air Force instructions said that 
consideration will be given to officers for 
separation without regard for current 
temporary grade held or length of time 
served in present duty assignment. 

With regard to impending retirement, 
the Air Force has ruled that “the fact 
that any officer may be approaching 








eligibility for voluntary retirement under 
the provisions of ... Public Law 810... 
should be given due regard in determin- 
ing whether such officer should be re- 
tained on active duty. However, an officer 
will not be retained on active duty for 
the sole purpose of completing require- 
ment eligibility requirements when other 
factors warrant his relief from active 
duty.” 

It was said that “a full three-year tour 
of duty is necessary to complete the mini- 
mum level of training and experience 
which is desirable if these officers are to 
be of value to the Air Force, either on 
active duty or in the Reserve pool.” 
Hence, officers with less than three years’ 
service normally will be retained. 

The decision to relieve only rated offi- 
cers stems from the fact that “the pres- 
ent strength of rated officers’ is 
considerably greater than requirements 
therefor within budgetary limitations. 
However, in the interests of efficient 
manpower utilization,” the Air Force an- 
nouncement continued, “a rated officer 
selected for relief from active duty under 
the provisions of this letter may be re- 
tained if: 

1. He possesses qualifications essential 
to the immediate needs of the Air Force 
as a nonrated officer, and, 

2. Upon notification of his selection for 
separation, he voluntarily requests reten- 
tion on active duty on a permanently 
nonflying basis. 

Lists of officers to be separated were 
to reach Washington under “confidential” 
classification by 1 Sept. Officers whose 
names are on the list are not to be in- 
formed of selection and action on the 
lists will likewise not be made known 
to individuals until final review of selec- 
tions has been made by the Central 
Selection Board at USAF Headquarters. 

This board will be convened about 1 
Oct. and will consist of approximately 15 
members senior in temporary rank to any 
officer considered. Seperation of officers 
will be made 60 days after their 
notification. 

Army Criteria 

Army officials this week released addi- 
tional details concerning the officer reduc- 
tion. It was said that non-Regular officers 
from second lieutenant through the rank 
of colonel will be eligible for release. The 
percentage of majors, lieutenant colonels 
and colonels to be released will at least 
equal the percentage of field grade offi- 
cers in the Army. 

Total length of commissioned service 
will not be a criterion for selection, nor 
will the length of the present tour of 
duty of individual officers affect their 
separation or retention. It was said that 
the fact an officer is nearing the age of 
retirement will not be a factor in the 
determination for release. 

Guiding principle for the retention of 
officers will be their “current and poten- 
tial value to the Army.” 

After the initial 1,250 separations are 
effected before 31 Dec. by field command- 
ers, the remaining 2,137 officers to be re- 
leased will be selected finally by the Army 
Personnel Board, which is to be aug- 
mented by 21 senior officers representing 
all branches of Service for this task. The 
board will act on recommendations from 
the field, with officers competing on an 
Army-wide, rather than a command-wide 
basis. The Army will lose about 2,400 offi- 
cers of the total reduction through nor- 
ma}, attrition. 

Officers selected for release who are 
serving in the United States are to be 
frozen in current assignments. Those in 
overseas areas will be returned to the 
Zone of Interior prior to their release 
date. The Army will give 90 days’ notice 
to those who will be released. 

USAF Organizational Changes 

3. The Air Force has disclosed a number of 
organizational changes In accordance with the 
Department of Defense program of econ- 
omies. 

The headquarters of four of the numbered 
air forces and several tactical units in the 
United States will be transferred, and six 
groups will be inactivated. In addition, 9 
bases will become surplus for disposal under 
provision of Public Law 152, Slst Congress, 
and Benjamin Harrison AFB, Ind. will be 
returned to the Department of the Army. 

The six groups to be inactivated are: the 
55th Strategic Reconnaissance (Mapping) 
Wing at Forbes AFB, Topeka, Kans.: the 14th 
Fighter Wing at Dow AFB, Bangor, Me.; 
the 82d Fighter Wing at Grenier AFB, Man- 
chester, N. H.: the 23d Fighter Wing at 
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Light Bomb Wing at Barksdale AFB, La.; 
and the 317th Troop Carrier Wing now as- 
signed to the Berlin airlift. 

Headquarters of the First Air Force will 
be transferred from Slocum AFB, New 
Rochelle, N. Y., to Mitchel AFB, Hempstead, 
N. Y. Headquarters of the 10th Air Force 
will be transferred from Benjamin Harrison 
AFB to a location not yet determined. Head- 
quarters of the 14th Air Force will be trans- 
ferred from Orlando AFB, Fla., to Robins 
AFB, Ga. Headquarters of the 15th Air Force 
will be transferred from Ent AFB, Colorado 
Springs, Colo., to March AFB, Riverside, 
Calif. 

The First Fighter Wing will be transferred 
from March AFB to Victorville AFB, Calif. 
The 301st Bomb Wing will be transferred 
from Smoky Hill AFB, Salina, Kans., to 
Barksdale AFB. The 311th Air Division will 
be transferred from Forbes AFB to Barks- 
dale AFB. The 91st Strategic Reconnaissance 
Wing will be transferred from McGuire AFB, 
Wrightstown, N. J., to Barksdale AFB. 

The 55th Strategic Reconnaissance (Map- 
ping) Wing at Forbes AFB will be inactivated 
with the exception of its 343d Reconnaissance 
Squadron and its Seventh Geodetic Control 
Squadron, both of which will be transferred 
to Barksdale AFB and assigned to the 91st 
Strategic Reconnaissance Wing. 

Location of headquarters of Air Training 
Command has not been finally determined. 
However, some revision of the program for 
units moving to Barksdale will be necessary 
if it remains: there. The 52d All-Weather 
Fighter Wing and two of its squadrons will 
be transferred from Mitchel AFB to McGuire 
AFB. The third squadron of the wing, now 
in Alaska, will remain there. 

The 3500th Pilot Training Wing will be 
transferred from Barksdale AFB to Lubbock 
AFB, Lubbock, Tex. 

The Air Force Instructors School (Instru- 
ment Flying) will be transferred from Barks- 
dale AFB to Chanute AFB, Rantoul, Ill. The 
Fifth Strategic Reconnaissance (Photo) Wing 
will be transferred from Mountain Home 
AFB, Idaho, to Fairfield-Suisun AFB, Calif. 
One squadron of the wing, now assigned to 
the Far East Air Forces, will remain in that 
area. 

Headquarters of the 47th Bomb Wing at 
Barksdale and one of the group's three squad- 
rons will be inactivated. The remaining two 
squadrons, the 84th and 85th, will be as- 
signed to the Third Bomb Wing, which is 
based at Yokota AFB in Japan. One of the 
three squadrons now in the Third Bomb 
Wing will be inactivated. The Third Bomb 
Wing then will comprise four squadrons in- 
stead of three, with the group headquarters 
and two squadrons remaining in Japan and 
the other two squadrons in the United States. 
The 84th and 85th squadrons will be trans- 
ferred from Barksdale to Langley AFB, 
Hampton, Va. 

The 316th Troop Carrier Wing will be 
transferred from Greenville AFB, S. C., to 
Smyrna AFB, Smyrna, Tenn. 

Headquarters of the 308th Reconnaissance 
Group and the 2078th Weather Reconnaissance 
Squadron (Special) will be transferred from 
Fairfield-Suisun to Tinker AFB, Okla. The 
374th Reconnaissance Squadron will be trans- 
ferred from Fairfield-Suisun to McClellan 
AFB, Calif. The 512th Reconnaissance Squad- 
ron will be transferred from Fairfied-Suisun 
to Yokota AFB, Japan. 

Headquarters of the All-Weather Flying 
Center will be transferred from Clinton 
County AFB, Wilmington, Ohio, to a location 
not yet determined. 

The 161st Tactical Reconnaissance Squad- 
ron of the 363d Tactical Reconnaissance 
Group will be transferred from Langley AFB 
to Shaw AFB, Sumter, South Carolina, but 
the group headquarters will remain at Lang- 
ley. 

The Air University’s Communications 
School will be transferred from Gunter AFB, 
Ala.. to Maxwell AFB, also in Montgomery, 
Ala.

More than 500,000 men and women who 
served in the Army during World War II 
and were awarded decorations are en- 
titled to certificates attesting to their 
awards. 

Less than 60,000 Army veterans have 
applied for the certificates. Winners of 
decorations are eligible to receive certifi- 
cates of the diploma type. Each certifi- 
cate bears a replica of the decoration for 
which it is granted. 

Requests for certificates may be ad- 
dressed to The Adjutant General, De- 
partment of the Army, Washington 25, D. 
C. Such applications should indicate the 
number, date and headquarters of the 
general orders which awarded the deco- 
ration originally. Copies of the general 
orders and of the complete citations, if 
available, should be enclosed. 

In the case of decorations awarded 
posthumously, next of kin may obtain 
certificates by writing to The Adjutant 
General. 

Estimates are that a total of 4300 are 
authorized to receive certificates for the 
Distinguished Service Cross; 73,000 for 
the Silver Star; 20,000 for the Legion of 
Merit; 12,000 for the Soldier’s Medal and 
395,000 for the Bronze Star.

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Army Logistical Units 

Organization of a limited number of 
logistical headquarters units designed to 
meet mobilization needs is being planned 
by the Army. Headquarters of this type 
will coordinate the furnishing of supplies, 
transportation and other services re- 
quired in combat areas. 

Most of the units are to be formed in 
the Organized Reserve Corps and will be 
composed of both Reserve officers and en- 
listed personnel. Units will be allocated 
to the six Army Areas and will undergo 
active training programs. 

The new plans will bring into being for 
the first time organized headquarters set 
up for the purpose of coordinating Army 
service operations. Combat arms have 
long worked together as a team, with the 
headquarters of divisions, corps and 
armies coordinating their activities. The 
headquarters units now being planned, 
the Army stated, will control the many 
unified service activities needed in combat 
and help to provide more efficient support 
to the combat soldier. 

The new logistical headquarters will 
be of three sizes, depending upon the per- 
sonnel strength of the combat forces 
being supported. The largest size is to be 
staffed by approximately 200 officers 
along with enlisted support. 


Supplemental Army Report 


One of the most important actions 


which must be taken “to help build a 


better Army,” is a revision of pay scales 
for officers and warrant officers, former 
Secretary of the Army Kenneth C. Royall 
has written in his final report. 

The Army late last week released Sec- 
retary Royall supplement to his annual 
report, in which he declared that “the 


| Army cannot hope to obtain and hold 


enough high type officers without paying 
them more adequate salaries. The Army 


| cannot continue to be efficient without 


adequate leaders,” Mr. Royall asserted. 
The report reiterated a previous state- 
ment by the former Army Secretary that 
there should be a single Air Force. He 
said the Air Force should be transferred 
to the Navy, or the “Naval Air Arm 
should be transferred to the Air Force.”

The Army has announced that it spent 
approximately 42 per cent of its total pro- 
curement dollars with “small” business 
firms during fiscal year 1949.

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Schedule Pay Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
compensation, but most of those retired 
for disability would not benefit by the 
new rates unless their disability was 
greater than 60 per cent or unless they 
had long service. Senator Johnson's 
amendment would increase the number 
to become eligible for retirement at the 
new rates. The *ndment was proposed 
to the Armed 5S ices Committee by the 
Disabled Emergency Officers’ Association 
but after consideration was not adopted. 
Retired Reservists 
Another amendment by Senator John- 
son would extend to all retired members 
of Reserve components the “same pay, 
rights, benefits and privileges provided by 
law or regulation for retired members of 
the Regular services.” Since the retired 
members of the Reserve components now 
receive the same pay as those of the 
Regular services the principal benefit of 
the amendment would le to extend post 
exchange and commissary privileges to 
such personnel. However, sush privileges 
have been granted to retired members of 
the civilian COmponents by new regula- 

tions which have just been issued. 

Senator Francis J. Myers (D-Pa.) has 
proposed an amendment assigning war- 
rant officers to various grades in accord- 
ance with length of service. The bill in 
its present form would authorize the Sec- 
retary concerned to distribute warrant 
officers for pay purposes among the vari- 
ous grades established. Senator Myers’ 
amendment would assign commissioned 
and chief warrant officers of more than 
26 years’ service and warrant officers of 
more than 30 years’ service to pay grade 
W-4, commissioned and chief warrant offi- 
cers of more than 20 years’ service and 
warrant officers of more than 26 years’ 
service to W-3, commissioned and chief 
warrant officers of less than 20 years’ 
service and warrant officers of more than 
20 years’ service to W-2, and warrant offi- 
cers of less than 20 years’ service to W-1. 

V.A. Pay Raise 

Prior to recessing for its unofficial va- 
cation the House of Representatives 
unanimously passed a bill to place pay of 
the doctors, dentists, nurses and medical 
specialists of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion on a parity with that proposed for 
medical officers of the Uniformed Serv- 
ices in the Military Pay Bill. 

Actually the salaries proposed in the 
bill are generally higher than the pay 
schedules for comparable grades in the 
Military Bill, even considering all rental 
and subsistence allowances and the spe- 
cial pay of $100 per month authorized for 
doctors and dentists in the Armed Serv- 
ices. However, in fixing the proposed pay 
for professional services in the Veterans’ 
Administration consideration was given 
to the fact that medical personnel in the 
military service have the benefit of non- 
contributory retirement, and tax exemp- 
tion of rental and su sistence allowances. 

Under the Veterans’ Administration 
Pay Bill the salary of the Chief Medical 
Director is increased from $12,000 to $16,- 
000 per year. This compares with $14,358 
proposed in the Military Bill for the Sur- 
geon General of the Army, which includes 
pay, allowances, and the extra $100 per 
month authorized for doctors and dent- 
ists, 

The new biil increases the pay of the 
Deputy Medical Director of the Veterans 
Administration from $11,500 per year to 
$15,000 and the Medical Direc- 
tors from $11,000 to a maximum of $14.- 
000. The pay range provided in the bill 
for doctors and dentists is from $5,000 to 
$11,000 per year. The pay of the Director 
of Nursing is increased from $8,000 to 
$10,000 per year, while the pay schedules 
for nurses range from $3,400 for junior 
grade nurses to $6,400 for those in the 
senior grade.

Rank on Recall 


The Comptroller General has ruled in 
blanket decision B-85471 that certain

and receive the active-duty pay and allow- 
ances of thaZ rank.

U. S. submarines participated in every 
major operation and sea battle in the Pa- 
cific. 

Two U. S. submarines collided under 
the South China Sea. 

The history also discloses that the op- 
erating personnel of the U. S. Submarine 
Force, composed of only 1.6 per cent of 
the total personnel of the U. S. Navy, 
sank more than 50 per cent of all Japa- 
nese merchantmen and 29 per cent of the 
Japanese men-of-war downed by all agen- 
cies—air, sea and land—in the Pacific 
conflict.

Board Adds Two Admirals 

Two flag officers, Rear Admirals E. E. 
Herrman and C. E. Olsen, have been or- 
dered to duty on the recently organized 
Shore Establishment Survey Board. 

The composition of the Board, origi- 
nally planned to include two inspection 
teams, has now been increased to include 
four such teams. Each will be headed by 
a flag officer, and the entire group will 
function under the direction of Vice Adm.

Navy Gunner Marksmanship 

Antiaircraft gunners of U. S. Naval task 
forces will soon be able to test their skill 
against pilotless aircraft flying near the 
speed of sound and maneuvering like 
modern jet fighters. 

The targets will be improved versions 
of the Gordon IV, a radio-controlled 
drone which is zipped through the air at 
high speeds by a circular ram-jet engine 
suspended below its fuselage. 

An all-metal, high-winged monoplane, 
the Gordon IV was 22 feet long and had 
a 10-foot wing span. The improved ver- 
sion, designated KDM-1, will be capable 
of longer flights than the original, which 
made several flights of more than 10 
minutes’ duration in its first tests. 

A production quantity of new antiair- 
craft targets, being built by the Glenn L. 
Martin Company, Baltimore, Md., will be 
ready for delivery soon. 

In antiaircraft practice operations, the 
target drones will be launched from twin- 
engine attack bombers. Remote control 
stations in either the parent planes or 
ships will guide the high-speed target 
through banking and diving maneuvers. 
The control systems may be pre-set, but 
can be over-ridden at any time by the 
control station. 

Although the ram-jet engine is capable 
of driving missiles at supersonic speeds, 
the KDM-1 will be flown at slower speeds, 
approximating those of modern fighter 
planes.

Navy Submarine Disaster 

The first peacetime Navy submarine 
disaster in eight years occurred last week 
when one of the -new-type snorkel- 
equipped vessels of the underseas fleet ex- 
ploded, burned and sank while on a train- 
ing cruise in Arctic waters. 

All but one of the crew members of the 
stricken vessel, the USS Cochino, were 
rescued by a sister ship, the USS Tusk, 
which lost six of her own men during the 
rescue operations. 

The Cochino and Tusk, together with 
two other submarines, the USS Toro and 
the USS Corsair, were engaged in cold 
weather training exercises in the Arctic 
at the time of the mishap.. Although a 
definite cause for the loss of the Cochino 
has not been determined, it is believed 
that an explosion took place in the ship’s 
battery, which resulted in a severe fire 
before the vessel sank. 

Following the explosion and fire a- 
board the Cochino, the Tusk pulled along- 
side to give assistance in a daring sur- 
face rescue which, according to several 
submarine officers, is the first ever per- 
formed under such hazardous sea con- 
ditions. They pointed out that, in operat- 
ing the new, guppy-type submarines, it 
is extremely hazardous to put men on 
deck during rough weather. Although life- 
lines are maintained, the snorkel-equipped 
ships have been streamlined for greater 
speed, eliminating the deck guns, which 
could have provided additional hand- 
holds, and the flared-type bow which 
tended to prevent waves from sweeping 
the decks. 

Reports indicate that, during the unique 
rescue operations, the Tusk, at extreme 
danger to herself, came alongside the Co- 
chino to remove crew members from the 
stricken vessel. Seas running at the time 
of the explosion were so high that they 
seriously hampered the rescue efforts, and 
so fierce that they had previously washed 
six of the Tusk rescuers from rubber boats 
in an earlier rescue attempt. Seventy- 
eight of the Cochinos’ 79 crew members 
were transferred to the Tusk during the 
dangerous undertaking. The one crew 
member of the Cochino who was lost was 
a civilian technician, Robert W. Philo of 
Newark, N. J. 

Tusk crew members who lost their lives 
were: Lt. (jg) Wilson Manley Shafer, jr, 
Stamford, Conn; Melvin Buck Henne- 
berger, jr, SA, Gloucester City, N. J.; 
James Robert Miller, ENI, Liberty, Mo; 
Robert Lee Pinney, SN, Sturgis, Mich; 
Robert Francis Brunner, jr, F N, Altoona, 
Pa.; and John G. Guttermuth, ENC, Po- 
quonnock Bridge, Conn. 

The rescued commanding officer of the 
Cochino was Lt. Comdr. Rafael C. Benitez 
of Ponce, Puerto Rico. Commander Robert 
K. R. Worthington commands the Tusk.

0-9 Sinking 

The last peacetime mishap of such mag- 
nitude took place in June 1941, when the 
Submarine 0-9 sank in the Atlantic with 
the loss of all crew members. 

Engaged in deep diving trials off the 
New Hampshire coast, the 0-9 went down 
in 440-feet of water with her entire crew 
of 33. She had been designed to withstand 
a depth of only about 200 feet. All efforts 
by the Navy to raise the vessel proved fu- 
tile. Two Naval divers, smashing world 
records for working dives, reached the 
submarine, but reported that the depth 
was too perilous to attempt to raise the 
sunken ship. 

The exact depth of the water in which 
the Cochino went down is not known how- 
ever it is believed that it is too great to 
permit salvage operations. 


Investigation 


It is expected that an investigation 
will be instigated as soon as the survivors 
of the tragedy are returned to the United 
States. One officer and three enlisted 
members of the crew, all of whom sus- 
tained second degree burns in the acci- 
dent, arrived at the Air Force Base, West- 
over Field, Mass., yesterday. The men, 
Lt. Richard K. Branson, William H. 
Payne, jr., Engineman 1/c, Charles M. 
Serio, Engineman 3/c, and Ralph T. Ro- 
seth, Apprentice Fireman, were flown by 
plane from Burtonwood, Eng. A fifth crew 
member, Lt. Comdr. Richard M. Wright, 
who also was burned in the explosion, was 
hospitalized at Tromso, Norway. The 
Tusk, which is returning the other Co- 
chino survivors to the U. S., is scheduled 
to arrive at New London, Conn., next 
Friday. 

Snorkel submarines, developed by the 
Germans during World War II, were per- 
fected by the Navy and have been in oper- 
ation since June 1947, when the first such 
vessel, the USS Odax was commissioned. 
Currently, the Navy is operating about 
21 of the snorkel subs, with plans to con- 
vert the entire submarine fleet as rapidly 
as appropriations will permit. Approxi- 
mately two-thirds of the Navy’s total fleet 
submarines remain to be converted. 

No serious operational difficulties have 
been experienced by the new ships, Navy 
officers said, and the Cochino accident was 


the first major casualty suffered on board 
any of the vessels, although there have 
been some minor mechanical failures and 
a few operational difficulties of a classi- 
fied nature. Every effort is being made to 
decrease operational hazards, the Navy 
said. 
Cold Weather Training 
Cold weather training exercises, such 
as the one in which the Cochino was en- 
gaged at the time of the explosion, are 
conducted about once a year. The pur- 
pose of the Arctic exercises is to provide 
submarine personnel with training as 
nearly similar to combat experiences as 
possible. This is accomplished by operat- 
ing in the extreme weather conditions en- 
| countered in Northern waters. 

Before assignment to operating subma- 
rines, men report to the Submarine School 
at New London, Conn., where they under- 
go rigid physical examinations, psycho- 
analysis, and training in all phases of sea- 
manship, as well as class room discussions 
| and at-sea periods. 

The Navy’s submarine service has ap- 
proximately 612 officers and 6,500 enlist- 
ed men in the operational forces. Entry 
standards are high and applicants must 
be both mentally and physically: alert. 
Officers are not permitted to apply for 
submarine training until they have first 
completed one year at sea, and the quali- 
fication period for both officers and en- 
listed personnel is approximately one 
year. 

World War II Record 

During the War, the Navy employed 
more than 23 thousand officers and men 
in the submarine service. Better than 
three and one half thousand were lost. 

The impressive World War II subma- 
rine record shows also that 52 of the ap- 
proximately 260 submarines operated 
were lost. Of these, all but four were 
credited, either directly or indirectly to 
enemy action, or combat operations. 
These figufes, although relatively high 
percentage-wise, are low, the Navy points 
out, when compared with the 700 to 800 
submarines lost by the Germans, and the 
128 lost by the Japanese. The latter na- 
tion had only about 186 submarines in 
service. 

One of the primary factors in keeping 
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U. S. losses at a minmum was the excel- 
lent mental and physical condition of the 
U.S. submarine personnel. This was main- 
tained through the institution of two- 
week rest and relaxation periods for sub- 
marine crews between each war patrol. 
War patrols normally lasted from 45 to 
60 days, and, following each, the two-week 
period afforded personnel complete rest 
from official duties. 

Before a submarine was committed to 
a war patrol, she was first given an ex- 
tensive training period either on the east 
coast or at Panama, followed by advanced 
training in the Pearl Harbor area. Before 
each new patrol, thereafter, she was given 
refresher training lasting from four to 
eight days. New methods were constantly 
introduced to counter the latest enemy 
trends. 

Other factors which kept our losses low, 
according to the Navy, were the superi- 
ority of our radar over that of the Japs, 
and the weakness of Jap anti-submarine 
measures. 





Navy Advances 

Advances made by the Navy in under- 
seas warfare since the close of the war in- 
clude, in addition to the snorkel-equipped 
vessels, the conversion of several special- 
mission boats. Among these are two troop 
transport submarines, capable of carry- 
ing troops and landing-equipment beneath 
the surface of the ocean. No disclosures 
have been made by the Navy as to the 
manner in which the troop transport con- 
versions were effected or the number of 
personnel the vessels will be able to carry, 
inasmuch as both ships, the USS Perch 
and the USS Sea Lion, are prototypes to 
be used for experimental purposes. 

Another important development was a 
new submarine escape device which will 
permit rescues from greater depths than 
modern submarines can safely go. 

Anti-submarine warfare, assigned as 
the Navy’s primary role at the historic 
Key West conference, will undoubtedly 
play an ever-increasing part in the Navy’s 
future. The sub-surface ship itself may 
“become the capital ship of tomorrow,” 
according to Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, 
Chief ef Naval Operations.

Aireraft Noise Project 

A research investigation into the cause 
and possible elimination of noises and in- 
terference in aircraft radios and elec- 
tronic devices has been launched by the 
airplane division of Curtiss-Wright Cor- 
poration, it was announced this week by 
H. Fletcher Brown, general manager. The 
program is being conducted under con- 
tract to the Air Force. 

Engineers of the aircraft company will 
attempt an entirely new approach to the 
problem, seeking to eliminate noise by 
means other than the present conven- 
tional use of filters. 

Research into aircraft radio noises and 
interference has become increasingly nec- 
essary recently because of the added 
quantity and complexity of electrical, 
electronic, radar and similar equipment 
in today’s aircraft. Unshielded wiring is 
being installed in current designs instead 
of conduit; this improves maintenance, 
producibility and accessibility features 
and lightens the weight of aircraft, but 
increases the noise problem.

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Services Exchange Pilots 

The Air Force and the Navy have 
agreed to establish a pilot exchange pro- 
gram to begin 1 Oct. Under provisions of 
the agreement, 25 flying officers from each 
service ranging in ranks from First Lieu- 
tenant and Lieutenant (Junior Grade) 
through Major and Lieutenant Comman- 
der, will be exchanged for one year tours 
of duty. 

While assigned, the officers will accept 
full-time operational and administrative 
status in an aviation unit of the other ser- 
vice. For example, under the plan: Navy 
and USAF jet pilots will be checked out 
in jet aircraft of the sister service. Air 
Force search and rescue flyers will learn 
to operate Naval amphibian aircraft.

USAF and Naval officers may volun- 
teer for exchange duty, or they may be 
recommended for such duty by their com- 
manding officers. Each officer must be 
qualified to fill an established position va- 
cancy in the other service. Nominations 
from commands will be submitted by 
1 Sept. 

The bases and stations at which the 
exchange training will take place have 
not yet been selected. 





More Jet Target Planes 

A new $1,000,000 Air Force contract has 
been awarded Ryan Aeronautical Com- 
pany, Calif., to continue the development 
and fabrication of an additional quantity 
of Ryan XQ-2 remotely controlled jet- 
powered aerial target planes. 

The original contract for the Ryan ro- 
bot planes, signed more than a year ago, 
was for approximately $2,000,000. 

The design and fabrication of the first 
experimental quantity has progressed sat- 
isfactorily, and delivery schedules have 
been established to permit flight testing 
and evaluation by the Air Force. The Air 
Force is charged with the technical re- 
sponsibility for the development of the 
XQ-2. The high speed, radio-controlled 
target craft will be used for combat plane 
interception problems and for antiair- 
craft and aerial gunnery training by the 
Air Force, Navy and Army. 





Air Officers at Academies 

The Air Force now has 95 officers as- 
signed to duties at the two Service acad- 
emies. At West Point, 73 Air Force offi- 
cers are on duty, with 22 at the U. S. 
Naval Academy. 
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Mask for Air Passengers 


Airline passengers will soon be able to 
“breathe easier,” thanks to a new devel- 
opment of the Air Materiel Command's 
Aero Medical Laboratory at Wright-Pat- 
terson AFB, Ohio, and the H. L. Burns 
Company of Portland, Oreg. 

Testing of a disposable constant-flow 
oxygen mask, which will cost about 25 
cents when it gets into mass production, 
is slated for early completion by Aero 
Medical engineers. It comes in answer to 
requests by commercial airlines and the 
Military Air Transport Service (MATS) 
for a cheap, practical and efficient means 
of passenger safety and comfort when 
MATS planes or airliners are forced 
above their normal flight levels. 

Air Force combat crews will continue 
to use the standard A-8B constant-flow 
mask or demand-oxygen breathing equip- 
ment. 

Need for the development of a disposa- 
ble oxygen mask was expressed by Amer- 
ica’s commercial airlines early in 1947 
Such a mask would provide passenger 
protection in case the pressurization of 
airliner cabins should suddenly lessen, or 
if bad weather should force the pilots of 
big commercial planes like the Douglas 
DC-6, Lockheed Constellation, Boeing 
Stratocruiser, Martin 202 or Convair 240 
to climb to altitudes where passengers 
would need additional oxygen. 

Essentially, the new oxygen mask con- 
sists of a porous paper face piece, a bel- 
lows fashioned from .01 inch thick plio- 
film, and a plastic tubing which connects 
with the plane’s oxygen supply. As the 
wearer breathes in oxygen, the bellows 
expands and contracts and the gasses he 
exhales escape through the porous paper. 
The mask was designed for use with 
standard constant-flow oxygen equipment 
and no changes will be required in air- 
craft interiors to accommodate the new 
device. 





New AF Transport 

The Air Force’s Chase XC-123, a twin- 
engine assault transport aircraft, is being 
readied for initial flight tests late this 
month. 

Basic mission of the new aircraft is to 
land and support assault troops. Built by 
Chase Aircraft Company, Incorporated 
West Trenton, N. J., the XC-123 is de- 
signed to transport combat personnel, air- 
borne engineers and supplies into small 
unprepared fields in forward combat 
areas. 

The ship is powered by two Pratt and 
Whitney R-2800 engines of 2400-horse- 
power each. They are mounted in special 
nacelles which can be quickly discon- 
nected from the wing permitting rapid 
engine change. The XC-123 has a wing 
span of 110 feet and is 77 feet long and 
32 feet 8 inches high. The cargo hold is 
approximately 36 feet long, 9 feet wide. 
and 8 feet high. 

A built-in ramp at the rear of the cargo 
hold can be lowered to the ground, per- 
mitting wheeled vehicles to drive or be 
rolled aboard. In addition, the ramp can 
be adjusted to the level of the tail-board 
of any truck to facilitate loading and un- 
loading static cargo. To simplify loading 
very heavy objects, a cable can be run 
from the load through the cargo compart- 
ment and out the nose wheel well wheres 
it can be attached to an external power! 
source and the load can be hauled aboard 





First Air Force

The swearing in of Mr. Hubert E. How- 
ard as Chairman of the Personnel Policy 
Board, succeeding Mr. Thomas R. Reid, 
coincided this week with an interview by 
the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL with Vice 
Adm. John L. McCrea, USN, Director of 
Staff for the important Department of 
Defense board. 

Admiral McCrea, who replaced Brig. 
Gen. C. T. Lanham, USA, on 23 June, 
when the latter officer was ordered to 
duty in Germany, revealed that the board 
already has completed work on 22 mili- 
tary and eight civilian projects, has di- 
rected ad hoc committee studies on 36 


other military and 14 civilian personnel | 


problems and is reviewing proposals that 
10 additional surveys be initiated. 

Admiral McCrea emphasized that the 
board, in all its studies, is avoiding pre- 
cipitate action. He said that every person- 
nel problem—one of the main ones now 
under study concerns revVision of the Offi- 
cer Personnel Act of 1947—is receiving 
minute scrutiny. 

The veteran Naval officer, formerly 
Deputy Commander in Chief, Pacific 
Fleet, and Naval Aide to President 
Roosevelt from Jan. 1942 to Feb. 1943, 
stressed that where economy and effi- 
ciency would be enhanced, changes will 
be made. He added, however, that person- 
nel policies of the three Services will 
not be disturbed “merely for uniformity’s 
sake alone.” 

Some of Board’s Studies 


Among the studies which the board has 
completed, is studying or will initiate in 
the near future are such diverse prob- 
lems as the utilization of scientific and 
specialized personnel, development of uni- 
form forms and procedures, attendance 
of civilians at top military schools, 
decorations and medals, classification of 
all military jobs—the first phase of which 
will take at least a year—uniform dis- 
charge certificates and retirement legis- 
lation. 

Details concerning the board’s study of 
the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 with the 
view toward achieving more uniform pro- 
motion, separation and retirement poli- 
cies among the Services were reported in 
the 11 June issue of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL. Work on this project is pro- 
gressing, Admiral McCrea related, and it 
is anticipated that priority amendments 
will be ready for introduction during the 
second session of the present Congress 
early next year. The entire study will not 
be completed until next summer. 

It is recalled that when the Hook 
Board made its report on Service pay, the 
late Secretary of Defense James For- 
restal indicated that the problem of re- 
tired pay, particularly with regard to 
survivor benefits, merited separate study. 
It is presumed that the Personnel Policy 
Board will be charged with this task. 
Likewise, any changes which would be 
necessary with the passage of the pay 
bill also likely would be submited to Mr. 


Howard, Admiral McCrea and their asso- | 





ciates, for recommendations. Further, the | 


Bureau of the Budget has expressed a | 
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desire for a study relating to the possi- 
bility of contributory retirement pay- 
ments, another problem likely to reach 
the Personnel Policy Board. 


Procedure Explained 


Admiral McCrea explained this week 
how the board acts on personnel matters 
which affect two or more Services. The 
board takes no action if the particular 
personnel problem affects only one Serv- 
ice. Heretofore, most projects have been 
studied at the request of the Secretary 
of Defense and the Secretaries of the 
three Departments. The board now is 
compiling a Project Register, containing 
in priority order a list of problems for 
future study. 


No specific project is begun, Admiral | 


McCrea related, until it has been re- 
viewed initially by the board’s Research 
and Planning Staff, headed by Col. John 
Cassidy, USA. Other members include 
Capt. Brooke Schumm, USN; Col. R. R. 
Gideon, USAF; and Maj. William E. Gern- 
ert, USA. If this group determines that 
the Personnel Policy Board should under- 
take the project, an ad hoc committee, 
normally consisting of one or two officers 
from each Service, all experts on the par- 
ticular problem at hand, is created to 
work out thé study’ and make recom- 
mendations. 

Admiral McCrea explained that by the 
use of such ad hoc committees, the board 
membership may be kept to only about 
50 persons. Parallel procedure is used for 
civilian personnel matters. ; 

The ad hoc committee, whose chairman 
is the senior officer, submits its recom- 
mendations to the Military Personnel 
Policy Committee through Admiral 
McCrea and the Deputy Director of Staff 
for Military Personnel, Brig. Gen. John 
H. McCormick, USAF. 


Compromises Achieved 


The Military Personnel Policy Commit- 
tee, whose members are the top personnel 
officers in each Service, then reviews and 
implements the recommendations. Should 
this Commitee decide against the rec- 
ommendations, the Secretary of Defense 
has directed that it may be overruled by 
the board chairman, who has the final 
word. Admiral McCrea reported, how- 
ever, that at no time has Mr. Reid, the 
retiring chairman, had to go over the 
heads of the Military Personnel Commit- 














tee. In each case where there has been | 


some dispute among the Services, Ad- 
miral McCrea said, compromises have 
been effected to the satisfaction of the 
disputants. 

When its work is completed, the ad hoc 
committee is discharged and the officers 
return to their regular assignments with 
the Army, Navy, Air Force or Marine 
Corps. 

Implementation of board recommenda- 
tions is made through orders issued by 
the Secretaries of the various Services. 
Progress is monitored by the board, which 
requires periodic reports concerning each 
project. :

Senate and House Appropriations Com- 
mittees. The directive sbecifies that in 
determining the items and amounts to be 
cut the Secretary shall be guided solely 
by the consideration that the axgregate 
amount appropriated should be available 
for purposes affording the utmost Nation- 

al Security. 

The amounts made available for the 
various defense agencies, other than the 
Air Force, without considering any re- 
ductions to be made by the Secretary of 
Defense, are in each case higher than the 
House-approved bill, but less than the 
budget estimates. The Office of the Secre- 
tary of Defense is given an increase of 
$13 million over the House bill; the Army 
$89 million more, but nearly $34 million 
less than the budget estimates; the Navy 
nearly $13 million more, but nearly $16 
million less than the budget estimates. 

Practically all the saving in cash and 
contract authorizations, other than that 
provided for in the blanket directive to 
the Secretary of Defense, is approximate- 
ly $800 million taken from the total au- 
thorized by the House for an expanded 
Air Force. Included are $222 million in 
cash and $578 million in contract author- 
izations. 

This $800 million for the Air Force had 
not been included in the President’s budg- 
et, which, however, had contained $800 
million for Universal Military Training. 
Since Congress did not pass legislation 
authorizing this training, the House al- 
located this amount to the Air Force, 
largely for the procurement of new air- 
craft. The President’s budget had sought 
funds for 48 Air groups and the House 
provided appropriations for 58 groups. 

After a spirited debate the Senate ap- 
proved the cutback to the budget figures, 
in conformity with the recommendation 
of the Appropriations Committee. ‘The re- 
duction was carried by a vote of 49 to 9. 
Those opposing the cut below the House 
figures were Senators Lister Hill (D- 
Ala.), Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex.), Claude 
Pepper (D-Fla.), Karl Mundt (R-S.D.), 
Margaret Smith (R-Me.), William F. 
Knowland (R-Calif.), Joseph O’Mahoney 
(D-Wyo.), Wayne Morse (R-Ore.), and 
John J. Sparkman (D-Ala.).

| priations Act. This included more than $21 


million for repair facilities and $150 mil- 
lion in the Navy procurement fund, pre- 
viously authorized for settlement of war 
contracts. 

Much of the Senate debate on the Mili- 
tary Appropriations Bill was occasioned 
by a highly controversial amendment pro- 
posed by Senator John L. McClellan (D- 
Ark.), which would direct the President 
to cut funds in all appropriations acts 
passed by Congress by from five to ten 
per cent. Since this was general legisla- 
tion proposed as a rider to an appropria- 
tions bill Vice President Alben Barkley 
decided that its adoption required the 
suspension of Senate rules which could 
be accomplished only by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present. The 
amendment received a heavy majority, 
but failed because it lacked the necessary 
two-thirds. The vote was 49 for the rider 
and 28 against it. 

Senator Alexander Wiley (R-Wis.) 
urged the adoption of an amendment 
which would prevent the purchase of 
oleomargarine for the Armed Services, 
in lieu of butter. The proposal was de- 
feated by a vote of 45 to 31. The Senate 
also rejected a motion of Senator Paul 
H. Douglas (D-Ill.) to send the bill back 
to the Appropriations Committee with in- 
structions to trim another $275 million 
_ of the measure. The vote was 49 to 
= 

The Military Appropriations Bill now 
goes to the House and subsequently will 
be sent to a conference committee for an 
adjustment of the differences between the 
House and Senate versions. Since the 
House is in informal recess until 21 Sept. 
there is certain to be considerable delay 
before the bill is finally approved. Un- 
doubtedly the $800 million Air Force re- 
duction below the House figures will be 
strongly opposed by House conferees. 
However, since the cut has administration 
approval it will probably stand.

EMBERS of the Armed Forces note with satisfaction that the House of Rep- 

resentatives by unanimous vote has passed a bill granting substantial salary 
increases for the doctors, dentists, nurses and medical technicians of the Veterans’ 
Administration. The purpose of the measure is to provide these professional personnel 
of the Veterans’ Administration with approximately the same compensation as 
that proposed by the Military Pay Bill for the medical officers of the Armed 
Services. In fixing the salary scales consideration was given to the fact that pay 
of military personnel is not subject to retirement deductions and that rental and 
subsistence allowances are not taxed. This results in substantially higher base pay 
for the medical staff of the Veterans’ Administration th for medical officers of 
the Armed Forces. This is largely, though not entirely, @qualized by other con- 
siderations. As soon as the Senate has acted favorably on the Military Pay Bill 
it should approve the pay increases for the Veterans’ Administration. The career 
compensation for the Uniformed Services as provided in the bill now pending in the 
Senate may provide the yardstick by which appropriate pay scales for civilian 
officers and employes may be measured and established. In most cases the respon- 
sibilities of military personnel are greater than those of civilians holding comparable 
Government positions. Furthermore, members of the military profession are subject 
to the inconvenience and expense of frequent changes of station, and, in addition, 
there are occupational hazards in peace and war, not ordinarily experienced by 
civilians. A tragic example of such hazards is furnished by the recent submarine 
explosion in Arctic waters which cost the lives of seven and endangered many more. 
Nevertheless there is no disposition on the part of the military to request special 
treatment. The Hook pay schedules, which have been substantially scaled down by 
Congress were based not on obvious hazards and hardships, but on a strict comparison 
with the pay of civilian posts of somewhat corresponding responsibility. The Armed 
Forces hope the Senate will keep this in mind in voting on the pending Military 
Pay Bill. 


HE Nation joins the Navy in mourning the loss of seven gallant seamen who 

perished in Arctic waters as a result of the explosion and subsequent sinking of 
the new submarine Cochino. Six of the seven lost were trom the rescue submarine, 
Tusk. They gave their lives in saving their comrades from icy death in the Arctic 
Ocean. There is grim satisfaction in noting that our sailors disregarded the perils 
of the sea in battling the huge waves to save the complement of the sinking vessel. 
With total disregard of their own safety, members of the crew of the Tusk maneuvered 
their craft so close to the disabled Cochino that the two submarines frequently 
crashed together, endangering both vessels. A rubber dinghy used in the rescue was 
engulfed in the heavy seas, accounting for the loss of life. Practically the entire 
crew of the Cochino reached the Tusk over a short plank which formed an im- 
provised gangway connecting the pitching vessels. Every man of both crews displayed 
outstanding bravery during the rescue operations and there were several instances 
of exceptional heroism. These should be appropriately recognized with suitable 
citations and awards. The perils encountered by the crews of these two vessels in 
remote Arctic waters are among those accepted by the staunch men in our submarine 
service as incident to their duties. In the development of the submarine, many stout- 
hearted men have given their lives, but from their sacrifices have come improvements 
that make our subsurface vessels safer and more effective. It is comforting to know 
that from the experience of this latest tragedy the Navy will surely find a way to 
prevent a recurrence of such an explosion. Thus the deaths of these men may save 
many others from a similar fate. 


IGH-SPEED aerial refueling recently developed by Sir Alan Cobham, the noted 
British engineer, may revolutionize both military and commercial aviation. Re- 
cent tests of the new technique developed by this distinguished aeronautical engineer 
demonstrated that 600 gallons of fuel could be transferred simultaneously to three 
jet fighters in £0 seconds. A British Meteor jet fighter with fuel capacity for less than 
an hour of flying was kept aloft by an accompanying tank plane for more than twelve 
hours. This significant advance in midair refueling opens up vast new possibilities 
in aerial warfare. Jet fighters of supersonic speeds can rendezvous at frequent in- 
tervals with tank planes in extreme altitudes to replenish fuel supplies and then 
provide cover for heavy bombers attacking distant targets. No longer will long-dis- 
tance bombers have to go on far missions without the protection afforded by fighter 
escorts. In commercial and military air transport fast aerial refueling will make 
possible much greater pay loads of passengers and freight, since the fuel load may be 
kept much lighter. Like every other advance in the science of flying this development 
again shrinks the globe and makes heretofore distant countries our near neighbors. 
Fast refueling in midair not only makes it possible for us to attack distant objectives 
with greater security, but unfortunately it also increases the vulnerability of our 
homeland to attack, by possible enemies. Our statesmen will do well to ponder the 
potentialities of this significant development.

See Discrimination

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Preliminary discussions in Washington this week by repre- 
sentatives of the United States, Great Britain and Canada set the stage for the full- 
dress financial conference of the three powers to open on 7 Sept. The purpose of 
the conference is to find either a temporary or permanent solution for the current 
economic crisis of Great Britain. 

The flight of the dollar from Great Britain in the last few months has been so 
accelerated as to threaten the rehabilitation of all of Western Europe. British For- 
eign Minister Ernest Bevin, who with Sir Stafford Cripps, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, is now en route to America, declared that the forthcoming conference will 
be one of the most important in the history of Great Britain. 











American officials are awaiting with interest the concrete and reportedly revolu- 
tionary proposals of Great Britain. These are expected to include a suggestion that 
the dollar and sterling areas of the world be merged for monetary purposes, with 
currencies of the sterling area pegged to the dollar, and the United States guaran- 
teeing the stability of the pound and related currencies. American financial experts 
are likely to demur at the implications of such a suggestion. 

Other suggestions promising a measure of temporary relief are a reduction of 
American tariffs on British-made goods; increased purchases of strategic materials, 
such as rubber and tin, from British colonies and dominions, and further long-term 
loans. The English point out that dollar reserves of that country are being depleted 


by more than $150 million per month, because of the excess of imports over exports, | 


and that if such losses are unchecked national bankruptcy is inevitable. Such a 
calamity, we are told, would not only have a devastating effect on European economy, 
but would be a serious blow to American foreign trade, particularly to our present 
heavy shipments of cotton and tobacco to England. 

Americans are inclined to the belief that the only long-term solution to the mone- 
tary difficulties of Great Britain lies in greater productivity at lower costs, further 
curtailment of imports, and the revaluation of the pound at a more realistic rate. 
The British concede that obsolete methods and equipment keep production costs high 
and make it difficult to regain export trade in competition with the United States. 
However, they call attention to the fact that the war made it impossible for them 
to keep their plant maintenance up-to-date, and that urgent import requirements of 
food and raw materials made it impossible to retool and rehabilitate their factories. 
They vigorously resist the American suggestion for the revaluation of the pound. 

In his American Legion speech at Philadelphia, President Truman referred to 
the importance of the forthcoming financial conference and expressed the desire of 
Americans to assist Britain in every practical way. He took occasion to answer 
critics of British Socialism by declaring that this country has no intention of dictat- 
ing the form of government adopted by any other democracy. The address of the 
President was warmly applauded in Great Britain. The British press devoted a great 
deal of space to it, noting with satisfaction that the President counseled patience, 
forbearance and mutual cooperation. 

The controversy between Russia and Yugoslavia grows more bitter. Persistent 
rumors are current in Western Europe that German police from the Soviet Zone are 
being sent to the Yugoslav border and that elements of several Russian armored 
divisions have been moved to points in Romania and Hungary not far from the Yugo- 
slav frontier. At the same time Russian aviation units in satellite countries are said 
to have been alerted. 

These reports coincide with the dispatch by Moscow of another tough note to 
Marshal Tito’s Yugoslav government. In this note the Kremlin accused Belgrade of 





treachery and double dealing, saying that the Tito government could expect neither | 


courtesy nor respect from the Soviet Union. It did not mention the previous Yugoslav 
offer to settle current disputes by diplomatic negotiations. 

An application has been received by the American Export-Import Bank for a loan 
to Yugoslavia of $25 million. There appears to be some likelihood that this loan may 
be granted. The recent economic orientation of Yugoslavia with the west is undoubt- 
edly one of the reasons for bitterness on the part of Russia. Another element in the 
hot quarrel is the reported growing influence of Tito with numerous anti-Soviet 
rroups within the Communist ranks in satellite countries. 

While rumors of possible hostilities in the Balkans persist in parts of Europe there 
is no indication in Yugoslavia of any expectation that the heated controversy will 
explode into open warfare. The government displays no alarm over the situation. 
There have been no troop movements inside the country, and no precautions have 
been taken against air or ground attack. Apparently Tito dismisses the Russian 
threats as bluster. 

Further evidence of unrest behind the Iron Curtain is contained in an official 
announcement from Prague that the Communist government of Czechoslovakia has 
recently crushed an armed revolt of considerable proportions, in which many so- 
called conspirators participated, operating, according to the announcement, under 
the direction of an unnamed imperialist western power. 
sentenced to death and many others imprisoned. American, British and French officials 
expressed surprise at the news of the revolt and denied that their countries were in 
any way involved. 

A rightist rebellion against the middle-of-the-road government this week swept 
over much of Bolivia. It was inspired by former army officers and took the govern- 
ment completely by surprise, gaining considerable local successes and threatening 
to involve the country in a serious civil war. However, most of the army proved 
loyal and substantial headway in putting down the uprising was reported. 

In China opposing armies are massing north and northeast of Canton preliminary 
to the approaching battle for the city. Despite the activity of government troops most 
observers feel that the advancing Reds will encounter little resistance in their cam-

ment and will probably be content to remain in control of their easily defended and 
largely self-contained hill provinces. 


An interesting report made this week by Mayor Hamai of Hiroshima discloses 
that between 210,000 and 240,000, including 30,000 troops, lost their lives in the atomic 
bombing of that city four years ago. This number is three times the estimate of the 
United States Strategic Bombing Survey, which made no mention of the heavy troop 
loss. The Japanese mayor insists on the accuracy of his report, which he documented 
by listing the military units involved. 


Three War Anniversaries—The first eight days of September bring three notabl- 
war anniversaries in the history of World War II. On 1 Sept., 1939, German troops 
invaded Poland and German planes attacked Warsaw, thus ushering in the most 
devastating conflict in the history of humanity. On 8 Sept.,?1943, Italy surrendered 
unconditionally to the victorious Allied troops under General Dwight D. Eisenhower 
On 2 Sept., 1945, General Douglas MacArthur received on board the U. S. Battleship 
Missouri, the formal surrender of Japan, the last of the totalitarian foes to succumb 
to the forces of democracy. 

At his press conference on Thursday, the President commented on the tenth 
énniversary of the start of the great war by expressing the hope that the war of 
nerves that had succeeded the open hostilities would soon be ended by the surrender 
of the enemies of democratic ideals. He observed that the cold war was less active 
and he thought that the situation would continue to improve. 

On Friday, the fifth anniversary of V-J Day, General Douglas MacArthur issued 
a statement in Tokyo in which he paid tribute to the Japanese people for their 
faithful fulfillment of surrender commitments. 


Navy Supply Corps—Capt. H. C. Haynsworth, jr., SC, USN, Chief of the Field 
Branch, Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Cleveland, Ohio, has been assigned addi- 
tional duty as Assistant Chief of BuSandA. As Chief of the Field Branch, Captain 
Haynsworth is in charge of the disbursement of retired and retainer pay to some 
48,000 persons representing an annual payment of approximately $96,000,000. The Field 
Branch also handles all naval allotments, Savings Bond deductions, and family allow- 
ance payments. Captain Haynsworth, a graduate of the U. S. Naval Academy in 1939, 
was promoted to the rank of captain in the Navy Supply Corps on 1 July 1949.

Navy’s B-36 Court Open—The Navy court of inquiry which will investigate the 
“anonymous document” prepared by Cedric R. Worth, suspended special assistant to 
Under Secretary of the Navy Dan A. Kimball, to determine whether any other Navy 
employees were involved, will be “open.” Headed by Adm. Thomas C. Kincaid, the 
board has two other members, Vice Adm. D. B. Beary, and Rear Adm. G. B. Davis. At 
the first session, held this week at the Navy Department, the members decided that 
future sessions would be open except for periods when classified material is under 
discussion. It is expected to reconvene on 6 Sept. 


Suppressed Navy Photo in Restaurant—-A Navy photograph taken from a Banshee 
jet fighter almost fifty thousand feet above the National Capital, and never released 
for publication, popped up this week in a Washington, D. C. restaurant where it was 
found adorning one of the walls as a 36-inch square mural. Supposedly to have been 
introduced before the Congressional Committee investigating the B-36, the photo had 
been cleared for security but withheld from publication. The restaurant owner told 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL that he had found a small, 9”x9” print of the picture in 
the restaurant in an unmarked envelope and had it enlarged. He said that it had been 
on the wall for a week. 

The Banshee which carried the secret, high-altitude Navy camera was reported 
to have climbed to an altitude of 52,000 feet—-a record for American jets. 


High-Altitude Forecasts—Operational flights of jet aircraft at heights from 
25,000 to 37,000 feet and experimental tests as high as 65,000 feet have made new 
demands on Air Force weather forecasters. At Chanute AFB, IIL, under direction 
of Maj. James V. Carroll, a special school has been established to train officers in 
high altitude forecasting. A 12-week course will be given to four groups of 30 officers

G.A.R. Once 400,000 Strong—Last week at Indianapolis, Ind., an epoch in the 
history of American military organizations may have come to an end. Six of the 16 
veterans of the Grand Army of the Republic—the youngest of them 100 years old— 
were holding their 83d and final encampment. The only 10 other surviving members 
of the G.A.R. were unable to travel “to the last earthly encampment of the organ- 
ization.” 

The 10 ancient patriots possibly recalled last week a time when the mighty 
G.A.R. had a strength of 400,000. The ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL of 21 Sept. 1889, quot- 
ing from the New York Tribune, says of this pioneer veterans’ organization: “Of the 
800,000 veterans who probably survive today, 410,686 are enrolled in the Grand Army. 
Of these 382,598 are in good standing, that is, have paid their dues, the source from 
which nearly a quarter of a million dollars is disbursed annually for the relief of the 
more needy. Perhaps 40,000 were present at Milwaukee. Boston next year will hardly 
bring together so many. Indeed, it is doubtful if any of these figures will ever be 
exceeded. The Grand Army has grown steadily since 1879, but henceforth, in the na- 
ture of things, the deaths must exceed the accessions, and the increasing weight of 
years, so strongly and so powerfully evident at Milwaukee, will have its effect, too, 
every year more and more upon the endurance and attendance of the old veterans. 
But the love and reverence of the American people will never diminish or grow old.” 

At Indianapolis last week the record of “endurance and attendance” of these 
six remained yet unchallenged by time: Commander in Chief Theodore A. Penland, 
100; Chief of Staff Albert Woolson, 102; James A. Hard, 108; Robert Barrett, 102; 
Joseph Clovese, 105, and Charles Chappel, 102. Among the Grand Army, they were 
“grandest.”

Capt. Charles G. Moore, USN (Ret.) 

Capt. Charles Godwin Moore, 51l-year- 
old Navy veteran of both World Wars 
died this week at Bethesda Naval Hos- 
pital, following an illness of two years.

Industrial Production Upturn 


In its monthly summary of business 
and financial conditions the Board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve System 
noted an upturn of industrial production 
during the early part of August, revers- 
ing the trend prevalent during the first 
half of the year and during July. Prices 
of basic commodities advanced and con- 
struction continued at a high level. There 
was a decline in retail sales of depart- 
ment stores during July and early August. 

Production of durable goods during July 
declined substantially, reflecting plant- 
wide vacations and a sharp drop in steel 
output. However, steel production in- 
creased during the first part of August, 
with an indicated output of 83 per cent of 
capacity, as compared with 71 per cent in 
July and 82 per cent in June. Automobile 
production in July and August continued 
at exceptionally high levels, surpassing 
record rates reached in 1929. 

Nonagricultural employment in July 
was slightly below the level of the previ- 
ous two months, after allowing for sea- 
sonal changes, and 1.6 million below July 
of 1948. 

The Board reports that total crop pro- 
duction this year is expected to be five 
per cent below last year’s record harvest, 
but well above any other year. The de- 
cline is almost entirely in wheat produc- 
tion which suffered from deterioration of 
crop conditions in June and July. 

Member banks of the Federal Reserve 
System in leading cities reported slight 
increases in business loans during the first 
half of August. This was the first expan- 
sion in such loans since the first of the 
vear. The total contraction in the volume 
of business loans during 1949 amounts to 
nearly $2.7 billion.

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Army and AF Authorization 

The Senate has passed legislation au- 
thorizing the composition of the Army and 
Air Force, but so changed the bill as 
passed by the House that a conference 
committee will be organized to compro- 
mise the differences. This cannot be done, 
however, until the House reconvenes on 


| 21 Sept. 


As passed by the Senate, the measure 
cuts the maximum authorized number of 
Regular commissioned officers in the 
Army from 33,500 to 30,600 and the Air 
Force from 27,500 to 22,400. The National 
Guard is reduced similarly in the Senate 
version from the House authorization of 
750,000 to 600,000 officers, warrant officers 
and enlisted personnel. 

The text of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee report on the authorization 
bill was printed in the 20 Aug. issue of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 

The Senate agreed with the House that 
the Air Force strength should be author- 
ized at 70 groups, but deleted from the 
bill a section that spelled out the 70 
groups, 22 separate equadrons and 61 Air 
Reserve groups, 

Passage of the authorization bill, how- 
ever, does not mean an early Air Force 
buildup to 70 groups. The Senate, in pass- 
ing the military appropriations bill for 
the current fiscal year, provided funds 
for only 48 groups, as recommended in 
the President’s budget. The House had ap- 
proved funds for 58 groups.
